A Gospel of Leaven (Part II) 



The Absolute Necessity of Confession 

If we say that we have no sin, we deceive ourselves, and 
the truth is not in us. If we confess our sins, he is faithful 
and just to forgive us our sins, and to cleanse us from all 
unrighteousness. If we say that we have not sinned, we 
make him a liar, and his word is not in us. 
1 John 1:8-10 (KJV) 

This passage covers every excuse that someone could make to deny 
that they not only were sinners in the past, but remain sinners. Some 
Christians have such a hard time admitting they are still sinners; that is why in verse 8 John speaks in the present 
tense. By using the word 'we' he includes himself as a sinner and someone who needs to confess his sins. 

Some will claim 'T am not a sinner, I am a saint!", but a saint is just a sinner saved by grace; God's completely 
unmerited favor that has been imputed to us. Under the law we are still 100% guilty, but what has happened is 
that Christ paid that death penalty on the cross in our place so that we could be saved from the penalty of the 
law (Romans 6:23 KJV O). 

For sin shall not have dominion over you: for ye are not under the law, but under grace. 
What then? shall we sin, because we are not under the law, but under grace? God 
forbid. 

Romans 6:14-15 (KJV) O 

I've been over these doctrinal points before in messages like "We Who Are Sinners", but it is necessary to 
reiterate them because the Laodicean church is teaching an incomplete gospel that if followed will lead multitudes 
to spiritual ruin. It is teaching that all the sins of the Christians are already forgiven and therefore confession of 
them is unnecessary. 

And he is the propitiation for our sins : and not for ours only, but also for the sins of the 

whole world. 

1 John 2:2 (KJV) I 

Yes, every past and future sin of every single person who ever lived, regardless of whether they accepted Christ 
or not, was paid for in lull at the cross. But that doesn't mean that the price He paid was imputed to them of 
course. The unbeliever must still confess with their mouth and believe with their heart in order to obtain salvation, 
but then what? 

Behold, I come as a thief. Blessed is he that watcheth, and keepeth his garments, lest 
he walk naked, and they see his shame. 
Revelation 16:15 (KJV) □ 

The garment is a spiritual symbol for our salvation, does the believer wear Teflon garments? The wolves love to 




tell us that we cannot do anything to earn our salvation, which is true. However we are required to maintain 
(keep) our garments, so how do we accomplish this? By confessing our sins to God and repenting whenever we 
sin. They will say that confessing and repenting equate to trying to earn or salvation, but if that's true why does 
God's Word insist that Christians must do it? 

Why is Confession So Important? 

Therefore also now, saith the LORD, turn ye even to me with all your heart, and with 
fasting, and with weeping, and with mourning: And rend your heart, and not your 
garments, and turn unto the LORD your God: for he is gracious and merciful, slow to 
anger, and of great kindness, and repenteth him of the evil. 
Joel 2:12-13 (KJV)© 

Confessing our sins can be very difficult because we don't like being reminded that we are still sinners. We can 
so easily become puffed up with pride, but confessing our sins to God rends our hearts, which contrary to the 
'feel good' teachings of today is just how God wants us, humble and contrite. 

And if he trespass against thee seven times in a day, and seven times in a day turn 
again to thee, saying, I repent; thou shalt forgive him 
Luke 17:4 (KJV) O 

Some will try to separate confession from repentance but as the above scripture attests when dealing with God 
confession and repentance must come together. Confession is also mentioned specifically in the first scripture 
passage I quoted. A repentant person should have no problem confessing; however there is a concept called 
'legal repentance' where the person isn't sorry for their actual transgression, but for getting caught and having to 
pay the penalty. 

Confess your faults one to another, and pray one for another, that ye may be healed. 
The effectual fervent prayer of a righteous man availeth much. 
James 5:16 (KJV) © 

So why do we need to not just be repentant, but confess our sins? For the same reason that the unbeliever must 
confess; for the forgiveness of sins. When we have sinned, as we all do at times because we are sinners, if you 
are repentant then you should have no problem asking God for forgiveness. That is the heart of the matter here; 
because confessing our sins with a repentant heart is for the purpose of keeping our garments, asking for God's 
forgiveness. 

Knowing that, we can plainly see that saying we don't need to confess our sins equates to saying that we do not 
need forgiveness any longer. But we have another name for that, don't we? "Once Saved, Always Saved!" 

Now the Spirit speaketh expressly, that in the latter times some shall depart from the 
faith, giving heed to seducing spirits, and doctrines of devils; Speaking lies in 
hypocrisy; having their conscience seared with a hot iron; 
1 Timothy 4:1-2 (KJV) © 

Where is the shame today over sin? There is no tolerance for the conviction of the Holy Spirit; this doctrine 
teaches us to ignore our own conscience. It will sear our consciences as a hot iron! If you accept all of the 



biblical doctrine that I have shown you in these two articles then you will be able to plainly discern for yourselves 
the leaven in the words that I am about to quote. They are from two men whose apostate teachings have gone 
nearly undetected. I was fooled too, but I thank God that by His mercy He revealed these things to me by His 
Holy Spirit. 

Just a few days ago I was at a standstill in writing about this, I saw the deception but wasn't able to articulate it. I 
told God that I would not write a single word about these men unless He gave me the key. If He didn't I would 
take that as a sign that He didn't want me to write about them The next day He powerfully sent another person 
to reveal it to me in one word: REPENTANCE. These men are teaching that confession of our sins for the 
purpose of forgiveness is unnecessary for Christians. Here's what God's Word says to the seven churches on the 
matter: 

Remember therefore from whence thou art fallen, and repent, and do the first works; 
or else I will come unto thee quickly, and will remove thy candlestick out of his place, 
except thou repent. 
Revelation 2:5 (KJV) = « 

Repent; or else I will come unto thee quickly, and will fight against them with the sword 
of my mouth. 
Revelation 2:16 (KJV) 

And I gave her space to repent of her fornication; and she repented not. 
Revelation 2:21 (KJV) © 

Behold, I will cast her into a bed, and them that commit adultery with her into great 
tribulation, except they repent of their deeds. 
Revelation 2:22 (KJV) © 

Remember therefore how thou hast received and heard, and hold fast, and repent. If 
therefore thou shalt not watch, I will come on thee as a thief, and thou shalt not know 
what hour I will come upon thee. 
Revelation 3:3 (KJV) © 

As many as I love, I rebuke and chasten: be zealous therefore, and repent. 
Revelation 3:19 (KJV)
